He then ac­ 
quired a 25 per cent interest in all 
profits—and an equal liability for all 
losses. His interest shrank fraction­ 
ally since then, as the partnership 
was expanded to take in younger 
men. 
Millions of Dollars. 
The Interests of other partners 
slide down the scale to one per cent. 
None of the others has as much as 
a 20 per cent interest. 
This interest has netted “J. P." 
millions of dollars in profits through

$200 more than the law called for 
was an injustice to younger teach­ 


ers who have not yet reached the 
maximum but whose added incre­ 
ments of $100 each is suspended. 
Hazen and Hyde raised the ques­ 
tion of the legality of cutting the 
schedule back to $2200 when the 
budget had been submitted to Dr.

To any who have followed Japan’s international 
policies, though, it should cause no surprise. 
Japan doesn’t need a larger navy to complete her undertaking in 
China, even though this enterprise contemplate the absorption of the 
whole of China. 
The fate of her operations there will be decided on 
land and not on sea. China has no fleet with which to defend her ports 
or to attack Japan's coasts. 
The possibility of a conflict with Russia hardly can be looked on as 
the real cause for her desire to enlarge her naval forces. The Russian 
fleet is too small to play any important part in a conflict with Japan. 
The only logical explanation of the Tokyo demand is that Japan 
is looking far ahead. She must realize that already she is looked upon 
with distrust by the rest of the world and that continued pursuit of her 
unjustified aims in China eventually will make her virtually an outcast. 
Then there is the possibility that, in order to complete her Chinese ven­ 
ture, she may find herself in a clash of arms with some of the other 
powers.

RECOMMENDATIONS OF 
ATTORNEYS FOLLOWED 


ELLWOOD 
CITY, 
June 
3,—A 
definite announcem ent was made by 
the Eilwood City borough council 
opposing the acceptance of scrip is­ 
sued by the local school district, 
last night, when a plea and petition 
of the m erchants’ division of the 
Chamber of Commerce to accept the 
scrip was defeated by a 5-2 vote of 
council, 
Councilmen William Mc- 
Glincy and John Tillia were in fa­ 
vor of accepting the scrip. 
Stirring 
pleas 
were 
made 
by 
Charles Taylor and Paul Grannis in 
behalf of the merchants. They pre­ 
sented a petition th a t not only held 
the signatures of the merchants, but 
also of the m anufacturers, profes­ 
sional men, ministers and house­ 
wives of the community. The peti­ 
tion requested th at council take a 
vote on the m atter and settle it once 
and for all. 
Following this plea Councilman G. 
H. Morrison, chairm an of the finance 
committee, 
presented 
an 
opinion 
from City Solicitor Robert M. W hite 
of New Castle, and which was ap­ 
proved by the local borough solici­ 
tor, Joseph Humphrey. The opinion 
opposed the acceptance of school 
board scrip for taxes and electric 
light bills because it was legal ten­ 
der and contrary to the law. Coun­ 
cil accepted this opinion at the close 
by its 5-2 vote rejecting the scrip. 
The turning down of this also 
m eant the refusal of council to grant 
the local board of education a loan 
of $10,000. 
The certificate of in­ 
debtedness which the board was to 
give council for the loan was found 
to be unlawful by Solicitor W hite’s 
opinion. Council held no public dis­ 
cussion on the requested loan and 
no direct action on it was taken. 
A discussion on the scrip proposi­ 
tion was held by council and the 
m erchants following the reading of 
Solicitor W hite’s opinion. 
Council­ 
men McGlincy and Tillia and the 
local m erchants argued 
th a t 
the 
thing was only an opinion which 
differs with other attorneys. 
The 
school board’s attorney, Mr. Moffatt, 
in an opinion given the local board 
of education recently, stated th at 
the board had authority to issue the 
scrip and th a t it was properly legal. 
Solicitor W hite’s opinion to coun­ 
cil was as follows: 
Gail Morrison, 
Chairm an of the Finance Committee 
of the Borough of Eilwood City 
Council. 
My Dear Sir: 
You have asked me for my opin­ 
ion as to the right of the borough 
of Eilwood City to aocept scrip is­ 
sued by the school district of Eil­ 
wood City in payment of taxes and 
in payment for electricity. 
I have 
submitted this opinion to Mr. Hum­ 
phrey before sending it to you and 
have asked him to make any com 
ments on it th a t he desires. 
“A tax collector has no right to 
receive anything in payment of taxes 
except legal tender money, and the 
lien of the taxes will not be dis­ 
charged except by such payment 
on tender.” 
Nutting vs. Lyn, 18 
Supt. Ct. 59 (63). 
The act of Assembly requires, in 
section 1081 of the act, th at the tax 
collector shall give bond for the col­ 
lection of the whole tax duplicate 
and. if anything is accepted by him 
other than money, it is not a pay 
m ent of the taxes and he is liable, 
his bondsman is liable apd the prop­ 
erty is still subject to the lien of the 
taxes. 
The constitution of Pennsylvania 
provides, in article 9. section 7. that 
no power may be granted by the 
General Assembly to a municipality 
to lend its credit to any corporation, 
etc., and this w'ould mean to any 
municipal corporation. 
A munici­ 
pality can do only 
those 
things 
which the General Assembly em ­ 
powers it to do, either directly or by 
implication, and there is no power 
given to boroughs to extend credit to 
any other municipality, nor could 
such power be given to it under the 
constitution. 
It might be very practical now for 
one municipality to help another, or 
for a borough to help its school dis­ 
trict, but the power to do so has 
been withheld and it is my opinion 
(hat nothing can be accepted in 
payment of taxes except legal ten ­ 
der, th at is, cash. I know the coun­ 
cil probably feels they would like to 
provide for the collection of the 
taxes by payment of scrip issued by 
the school board, but the trouble is 
they are powerless to do and any 
attem pt on their part to do so would 
be a useless gesture, although 
it 
m ight involve them individually in 
very serious trouble. 
This leaves the question of wheth­ 
er or not the borough may accept 
scrip in payment of electric light 
bills and it seems to me the answer 
to th a t question depends on whether 
or not the payment of the electric 
light is a form of taxation. If it is 
it cannot be paid for in anything 
else but money and the act of As­ 
sembly seems to answer th at ques­ 
tion for, in section 1202. clause 52 of 
the borough code, it is provided that 
a m unicipality may file and co lle c t 
municipal claims for water rents, 
lighting rents and srwer rents in the 
manner now provided bv law and in 
t h e act of 1923, P L. 207. which is 
Ihe act providing for the filing of 
municipal claims and tax liens, it 


was stipulated, in section 1 thereof, 
th at a municipal claim, as used in 
that act, shall mean, among other 
things, a claim filed to recover for 
water rents, lighting rents or sewer 
rents, so th at it is my opinion th at 
lighting rents are a form of a spe­ 
cial taxation and th a t they must be 
paid in legal tender. 
' I feel it is very im portant at this 
time that some governmental aid be 
given to the school district to assist 
it in its finances but the borough is 
powerless to do th a t and no other 
suggestion now occurs to me, except 
that it might be possible for the 
school district, under the acts of 
Assembly and of congress, to apply 
for federal assistance.

Market Trading 
Pace Enormous 


Profit-Taking Has Some Ef­ 
fect On Prices During 
Morning

NEW.YORK, June 3.—The stock 
m arket’s wild uprush was halted by 
a wave of profit-taking today. 
The bulls tried to keep the boom 
going by rallying behind the rails, 
utilities, pacing shares and amuse­ 
m ent issues. 
They were able to 
bring gains of as much as 
five 
points in some of these issues, but 
this failed to carry the rest of the 
list along. 
Leaders of yesterday’s spectacular 
uprush like Allied Chemical, Dupont 
and American Telephone suffered 
losses running to three points in 
short order. The oils were especial­ 
ly weak on the defeat of the ad­ 
ministration move to include petro­ 
leum control in the industrial sta­ 
bilization bill. 
Trading continued at an enor­ 
mous pace and the high speed tick­ 
er fell 15 minutes behind. 
Initial 
blocks ran to 12,000 shares. 
Adding to the unsettlement were 
rumors that the administration was 
beginning to look askance at the 
recent wild speculation in all m ar­ 
kets. 
This was responsible for a 
sell-off in commodities and brought 
sympathetic pressure on stocks. 
The rails gave ground with the 
rest later and the whole market dis­ 
played one of the most reactionary 
tones in weeks. 
Cotton slumped 50 cents a bale 
after a firm opening, while wheat 
and silver were lower. 
Speculative 
bonds continued to forge ahead in 
the bond market. 
The dollar was 
easier against foreign currencies. 
Steel common led a number of 
issues to new highs in the early buy­ 
ing rush, but gave ground swiftly 
later as the heavy selling started. 
Farm stocks slumped, losses run­ 
ning to two points as grains were 
under presusre. The rails met sup­ 
port shortly before noon on show­ 
ing of another substantial increase 
both over the week before and a 
year ago. 
Pacing stocks resisted the reac­ 
tionary trend. 
Armour of Illinois 
preferred spurted around five points 
more on top of yesterday’s upturn 
of 14 points. 
Gold stocks were firm, while the 
qpppers weakened with the rest.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 3 - 
Thoroughly angry over the severe 
slashes in compensation to veterans 
with service-connected disabilities, 
Senator David Reed of Pennsylvan­ 
ia Is laying the cause of such econo­ 
mies squarely at the door of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt. 
Administration spokesmen h a v e 
been trying to defend the president 
from the wave of criticism sweeping 
the country as a result of the veter­ 
ans cuts by blaming the drastic re­ 
ductions on the veterans adminis­ 
tration. Mr. Reed, however, blames 
nobody but Roosevelt. 
“It was the regulations promul­ 
gated by the president which forced 
these reductions in payments to 
veterans with service-connected dis­ 
abilities,” Senator Reed declares. 
“When we are looking for responsi­ 
bility it is well to remember that the 
Veterans Administration cannot be 
blamed for all that has been done 
under the economy act. 
Senator Reed referred to a Penn­ 
sylvania veteran with one leg shot 
off and the other so permanently 
hurt he has lost the use of it, as an 
illustration of the injustices which

HARRISBURG, June 3.—Deplor-* 
ing the general assembly's “inter­ 
ference to an unpardonable degree 
with the home-ruie principle,” Gov. 
Gifford Pinchot today vetoed the 
McCandless salary bill which would 
have slashed the salaries of 
all 
county, city, borough, township and 
poor district employes. 
Political subdivisions now have 
the right to reduce salaries of most 
employes if reductions are deemed 
necessary and advisable, the gov­ 
ernor wrote. Only salaries fixed by 
legislative acts are exempted and 
“if the bill were confined to such 
salaries, the question would be dif­ 
ferent.”
